VANARSDALE FOUND 
RIGHT PLACE, 
AT THE RIGHT TIME 


Sometimes life is about 
being in the right place at the 
right time. 

Several events in Pam 
VanArsdale's life could fit that 
description, from her moving to 
Rogue River a couple decades 
ago, becoming a real estate 
agent, to public service in the 
City of Rogue River. 

It could also include her 
being named the Grand Mar- 
shal of the 2019 Rooster Crow 
Parade. 

“| was out in my yard, and | 
was asked if 1 was going to be 
around for Rooster Crow,” she 
said. 

She thought she was going 
to be asked to volunteer on 
some committee. 

“| said, ‘Well, yeah, I'm 
going to help judge the parade 
Saturday morning’, and | said, 
‘Why? What did you need,’ she 
said. 


The voice on the otherend | 
of the line told her she wanted | 
to be the first to to tell VanArs- 


dale that she was unanimously 
chosen to be the grand mar- 
shal of the parade. 
VanArsdale, 64, has been 
a fixture in the Rogue River 


community since she moved — 


here in 1998 from the tiny and 
remote community of Ruth in 


Trinity County, Calif. Originally — 


from Chicago, she began as a 
bartender, but took real estate 
classes and became an agent. 

About eight years after she 
moved to the area, she was 
encouraged to join the Rogue 
River Planning Commission. 
She also served on the city's 
budget committee before she 
ran for a spot on the city coun- 
cil as a write-in candidate in 
2008. The highest vote-getter 
out of three candidates eligible 
to run, she remained on the 
council until she was ap- 
pointed mayor in February, 
2013. 

She was able to keep the 
mayor's chair through two 
elections, in 2014 and 2016. 

VanArsdale came to 


Pam VanArsdale 


Rogue River because she and 
a couple friends were visiting a 
daughter who lived in the area. 

"There's a beautiful lake 
called Ruth Lake, and that's 
what | did,” she said. “| worked 
at the resort across the street 
from the marina.” 

“We came to visit her, and 
we were like, ‘This is’ the 
coolest little town,’” she said. 

It just happened that the 


resort at Ruth Lake was about 
to be sold, and she said, “It 
was just this big combination 
of maybe now's a goad time to 
make a change.” 

She and her friends moved 
to Rogue River, renting a 
house on Gardner Street. 

“We wanted to be in a town 
but we didn't want to be in a 
city,” she said. “We'd all lived

come from outside the area, 
but, as Krawczyk said, 
"there are a lot of car buffs 
in the area.” 

The entry fee is $25 per 
entry. 

The show will cause a 
little bit of a traffic diversion. 
Pine Street, which becomes 
East Evans Creek Road, will 
be closed during the car 
show. Traffic will be diverted 
to West Main Street at the 
four-way stop, and north on 
Berglund Street, between 
Beck Field and Rogue River 
Elementary School, 
returning to Pine Street via 
Fourth Street. 

The car show returns 
after a one-year absence 
that was due to a transition 
from the Rogue River 


Chamber of Commerce 
running the weekend to the 
Kiwanis, Krawczyk said. 

"Last year, the Rooster 
Crow got reorganized," 
Krawczyk said. "The 
Chamber got out of it, and 
they're the ones that did the 
car show. This was the 
Kiwanis's first time at 
running everything, and 
we'd never run a car show, 
so part of it was not having 
the manpower and not 
having the knowledge, for 
sure." 

A separately created 
Rooster Crow committee 
includes supporters from all 
over the community. It's 
coordinated by Shelli 
Spencer. Carol Weir 
coordinates the booth rental 
in the Rooster Crow

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CROWING 66 YEARS AND COUNTING 


Rogue River's famed 
Rooster Crow Contest 
Started in 1953 as a clever, 
some say silly, way to let 
folks know that Rogue River 
is a town, not just a river. 

Shade Coombs, inspired 
by the tale of Welsh coal 
miners who staged colorful 
rooster crowing contests 
during their holidays, shared 
the idea with fellow mer- 


chants interested in generat- 
ing a little publicity and self- 
promotion. 

Coombs's _ proposition 
was accepted by the Rogue 
River Booster Club and 
funds were set aside for a 
cash prize for the owner of 
the rooster that crowed the 
most within a 30-minute pe- 
riod. 

The first contest was held 


, ae 
Rooster Crow circa 1954, 


May 23, 1953. There were 
75 roosters perched and 
ready to let loose when Chief 
of Police William Peters fired 
the opening gun at 10 a.m. 
The caged cocks were free 
to crow for half an hour, Hol- 
lerin' Harry crowed 71 times 
and earned his owner $50, 
Now, $50 was a sizable 
sum, considering that in 
1953, gas was 25 cents a 
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gallon as were a loaf of 
bread and a gallon of milk. 
And, coffee was a mere 50 
cents a pound. 

Interstate 5 had yet to be 
built, but still more than 500 
People traveled to the tiny 
hamlet of Rogue River to wit- 
ness the contest held at City 
Park,

rural for so long, but we were 
tired of traveling two hours just 
to find a freeway, and so 
Rogue River was so perfect. 
The first weekend we stayed 
here, the people were just so 
nice.” 

VanArsdale's the only one 
of the three friends who ended 
up staying in Rogue River. 

When she moved to Rogue 
River, she got a job as a bar- 
tender, but she was looking for 
a change from that, too. 

“| made myself a promise. 
1 was going to get out of the 
bar by the time | turned 50,” 
she said. “I could take my real 
estate classes at night or when 
| wasn't working. | did all that 
on a computer, so | could still 
work and take my real estate 
classes.” 

The skills a bartender has 
aren't too dissimilar from the 
peas Fe skills a real estate 


agent has, and “I love homes. 
| love seeing different houses 
and landscaping, so the 
thought of being able to see all 
these great homes was awe- 
some.” 

She attributes the late 
Hope Warren for challenging 
her to get involved, particularly 
in her role as a real estate 
dealer, in the city's planning 
commission in 2006. In 2008, 
there was a vacancy on the 
city council, and she said the 


late JoAnne Mead was the one | 
who encouraged her the most | 


to go for the seat. 

She won as a write-in can- 
didate. 

“| put a lot of signs down 
because with the name 
VanArsdale, | figured people 
needed to see how to spell my 


name, because (the votes) | 
wouldn't have counted if it'd } 
just said, ‘Pam the Realtor’,” | 


she said. 


Her being appointed to 
mayor, a little more than four 
years later. 

“That was, again, another 
one of those situations where | 
had the time and the ability to 
do it,” she said. “I love being 
mayor. The reason why is it 
was such a joy to represent the 
city.... We've had our struggles, 
of course, but compared to 
other cities, Rogue River's just 
a unique small town.”

Crow weekend after not 
being able to race in 2018 
because of low water levels 
on the Rogue River. 

“The city's been great,” 
Jay Reese, a former racer 
who handles media for the 
Cal-Ore Racers and who will 
announce during the time tri- 
als race, said. 

“Jim Eldred, in the R-35 
boat, is the race director, and 
he's been building a rapport, 


with a guy who was a broad- 
cast partner of mine, Ryan 
Hess, your mayor. The city's 
all on board. There's never 
been a better partnership, 
along with the car show and 
the parade.” 

The title sponsors of what 
is called the “Rooster Crow 
River Chase” are Pacific Avi- 
ation, Oregon and California 
Supply and Taqueria La 
Guacamaya. 


Both the Saturday time 
trials and race on Sunday 
begin at noon each day. 

The time trials will be 
done on a short stretch on ei- 
ther side of the Depot Street 
Bridge. Fans will be able to 
see the boats nearly through 
the whole time trial stretch 
from underneath the bridge 
on the Rogue River Green- 
way.

entertain even after the final 
cock-a-doodle-doo. Grants 
Pass auctioneer Charlie 
Morrison auctioned off the 
fowl---some had gone afoul, 
ruffling the feathers of their 
coop-side handlers. 

Silent Sam owned by Bill 
Reeder was offered first. 
Having lived up to his name, 
his owner disgustedly bid 10 
cents and then watched a 
flurry of bidding. After high 
bidder Harold McKenzie paid 
$50, there was a rush of 
rooster owners hoping to 
cash in, but the bidding 
dropped rapidly. 

A drizzling rain that 
turned to a downpour failed 
to dampen the spirits of the 
spectators or the boosters, 
and Medford, Grants Pass 
and Portland media gave the 
crow fest such favorable 
publicity, the boosters de- 
cided to hold a second con- 
test on September 5, 1953. 

According to a Rogue 
River Press article published 
in June 1954, organizers ex- 
pected 1,500 people to at- 
tend that summer's crow 
fest. Instead, 2,000 folks 
poured into the city and wit- 
nessed Rocky knock out the 
competition with 79 crows. 

The successful event has 
continued for nearly 70 
years, and the 66th crowing 
contest will again be held on 
the last Saturday in June. 
The Rogue River Kiwanis 
sponsor the weekend. 

In conjunction with 
Rogue River's centennial 
celebration, 100 gold coins 


were awarded the owner of 
the rooster that crowed 100 
times --- a feat that hasn't 
been accomplished since 
2005. (And, before that, the 
last time was in 1978.) It still 
hasn't happened yet. 

Before all the cock-a- 
doodle-doo-ing begins, there 
is a rooster-themed parade- 
--this year, the theme is “Let 
‘Em Crow.” 

In addition to memora- 
bilia, roosters will appear 
everywhere---on T-shirts, 
hats, banners, aprons, 
shoes and flags, and in the 
form of rooster statues and 
stuffed roosters. 

The late Charlie Weaver, 
a Kiwanian and a local Real- 
tor, had a front row seat at 
the Rooster Crow every 
since that first one in ‘53. 

“| remember when it was 
held down on Depot Street,” 
he recalled once. “Cages 
lined each side of the street, 
and there were roosters and 
people up and down, all 
along the curbs.” 

He also laughed at the 
memory of one contest that 
started with a bang. The po- 
lice chief was to blow a whis- 
tle at 10 a.m. to signal the 
start. No one heard the whis- 
tle, so he fired his pistol. 

“Everyone was scared 
silly, the roosters too,” he 
added. 

From Depot Street, the 
contest moved to where the 
Umpqua Bank parking lot is 
today. For years, festivities 
were held at Wards Creek 
Park, explained Weaver. 

“Well, the freeway took 
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out the park, and that ended 
that,” he added. 

The Rogue River Lions 
Club took over from the 
Rogue River Boosters Club, 
and since 1993, the Kiwanis 
have been lead organizers 
with the support of the 
Chamber of Commerce (until 
2018) and the City of Rogue 
River. 

These days, the Rooster 
Crow shares the spotlight 
during what has become an 
entire weekend of activities, 
including one of the area's 
largest and best summer pa- 
rades, the National Human 
Crow contest, a classic car 
show, entertainment, arts 
and crafts, and food. 

The weekend-long festi- 
val really starts rockin’ and 
rollin’ during Saturday's pa- 


rade when more than 50 


floats, marching — units, 
horses, dogs, llamas, and 
folks in rooster costumes 
head down Main Street. 
Hundreds of people line the 
streets between the Rogue 
River Shopping Center and 
Rogue River Elementary 
School. 

“This all seemed hokey, 
when | moved here in 2002,” 
said Holly Spitz, then a 
member of the Chamber of 
Commerce. “First, you ask 
yourself why, and then you 
find yourself saying why not!” 

“No one can figure out 
why, it just is,” said Weaver. 
“People love it. It's just a 
whole lot of fun.” 

Added Spitz: “This is 
small town America. This is 
what we do.”

Members of the Rogue River 
Fire District (RRFD) will spend 
most of the Rooster Crow 
celebration demonstrating their 
training exercises and 
equipment operations to a 
crowd gathered at Rogue River 
Elementary School. 

“Alot of people see us as we 
make our medical calls,” said 
Former Chief Ben Ramsey. 
“Unless something major 
happens in town, many don't 
get to see us or our gear in 
action." 

In past year's 
demonstrations, the RRFD 
crew first set up a rope rescue 
demonstration. Securing a 
number of ropes between two 
trees a few hundred feet apart, 
one firefighter was hauled up 
into the air and maneuvered by 
other firefighters on the ground. 
Pulling on the ropes, they 
brought him into position above 
a firefighter playing the part of 
rescue victim,

‘firefighter Jeff 
Fitzgerald, using a microphone 
and public address speakers, 
explained how the rope rescue 
operation would be used to 
rescue a hiker from a canyon or 
swimmers stranded in the river. 
“It's something we rarely 
have to do,” he said. “But, it’s 
something that we have to train 
for and be prepared for. That's” 


part of our job.” 

Next, the RRFD personnel 
setup an extrication scenario 
involving a wrecked car and the 
Jaws of Life. 

Firefighters recruited a 
female volunteer from the 
crowd to play the victim trapped 
in the wrecked Saturn 
Firefighters in full turnout gear 
almost 50 pounds of 
equipment — set to work on the

the victim in the car, while their 
partners used a power saw to 
remove the windshield. The 
firefighters moved quickly, but 
cautiously, always assessing 
the situation and considering 
their options. 

“Our main concern is 
removing the victim from the 
Car as soon as possible,” 
Fitzgerald said. “However, we 
have to factor in the victim's 
condition and make sure she’s 
protected from further harm.” 

After several minutes, the 
firefighters removed the young 
woman from the vehicle, their 
efforts applauded by the crowd. 

‘It's good for everyone, 
these demonstrations,” 
Ramsey said. “It's good for the 
public because they get to see 
what we have to face some 
times when we have certain 
calls. And, it's good for the 
guys, since they (use the time) 
{o train and use the gear.”

The rules are simple. Each person 
can enter one rooster; (registration 
begins at 12 noon at the Rooster Crow 
Arena) the rooster must remain in the 
cage throughout the contest. An 
impartial judge is assigned, and the 
tallying begins at 2:45 p.m. No 
mechanical, electrical, physical or 
chemical stimulants or devices are 
allowed. Moreover, roosters cannot be 
mistreated or abused. 

Each rooster has 30 minutes to 
crow his heart out. 

Never mind that most of the crowin’ 
occurs before the official contest, when 
most of the roosters fall prey to the 
pressure. 

In a contest from years past and as 
always, the arena is filled with roosters 
in their cages, some elaborately 
decorated, and their owners. 

In 2012, two-time champion Bye- 
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AS AEE AE EE 
ARE SIMPLE 


Bye Bob was present and next to his 
cage was Rockin’ Red and his owner, 
six-year-old Zach Gray. 

“Ive had Red for about a year,” 
Zach said. “I thought it would be fun if 
we tried this.” 

Master of Ceremonies John Bond 
had the area cleared except for owners 
and judges — a judge was assigned to 
each rooster and was required to keep 
track of each cock-a-doodle-doo 
crowed in 30 minutes. 

When the contest started, it was 
overcast and sprinkling. But, soon, the 
sky opened up and heavy rain fell onto 
the roosters, dampening a bit of the 
enthusiasm, 

Roosters clucked anxiously, and 
then crowed with each judge tallying.
